Thus far no confirmation has reached Lon- 
don of the reported battle near Liaoyang. 


Letting Noncombatants Out. 

One of the explanations of the restoration 
of the Port Arthur railway suggested here is 
that thé landing of the Japanese at Pitsewo 
was interrupted by a gale and compelled their 
temporary retirement to the coast, or that 
the Japanese are allowing the line to remain 
open for the removal of noncombatants from 
Port Arthur prior to a bombardment. 

According to telegrams from Shanghai, 
Gen. Kouropatkin is making a general con- 
centration of troops at Motiem pass, where 
the next great battle is expected to take 
place.

Lerimer Fixes Combine. 

William Lorimer Jhad not been in town 
long enough to eat his breakfast before he 
arranged the combination of the Yates and 
Lowden members of the state committee 
and made a clear working majority of the 
body.

These unseated delegates, though nominally 
Hamlin’s, were really the friends and sup- 
porters of Senator Cullom. They had made 
the fight in Sangamon county in the interest 
of Cullom. When they were thrown out not 
only was Cullom attacked personally but 
his ascendency in state politics was threat- 
ened. | 

Yates’ Fight on Cullom. 

It was a direct fight on the senator made 
by Govern: r Yates, his open enemy. 

But in doing it, friends of Senator Cullom 
from other parts of the state were used. 
Their aid is necessary in order to finish the 
work started today. 

In order to seat these 112 votes m the per- 
Manent organization, first the action of the 
state committee must be approved by the 
committee on credentials and the action of 
the committee on credentials must then be 
approved by the entire convention.

Hand of Lorimer Seen. 

Of the majority, Hanecy, Brown, Johnson, 
Magerstadt, Jamieson, Shanahan, Bidwill, 
and Moxley were Lowden’s, or, rather, Lori- 
mer’s, contribution. The remainder were 
charged up to Yates. Of the minority, Mc- 
Kimney represents Sherman and Eckhartand 
Butler Hamlin. 

Yates had a majority enough on the state 
committee to do this work without the help 
of the Lowden addition. .The state com- 
mittee, however, could not go far enough 
to make a thorough job of it. Lowden’s 
friends, who will be chosen for the com- 
mittee on credentials, are needed to make a 
majority of that body, and for that reason 
the combination was formed. 

William Lorimer is given credit here for 
promoting the plan. The agreement made 
was that the combination should last for the 
purposes of permanent organization of the 
convention: that Lowden and Yates should 
work together until they had seated in a per- 
manent body the delegates placed on the tem- 
porary roll call by the state committee to- 
any. 

Then they were to fight the matter out be- 
iween them. They figured that with the aid 
of these 112 manufactured delegates the 
forces of other candidates would be so de- 
pleted and their own so augmented that the 
nomination would lie between them, each 
thinking he would be the winner. 


Plays Ends Against Middle. 

Lorimer, however, looked farther ahead 
than the candidates did when he suggested 

the scheme. He figured out he would be a 
winner whichever should be successful. Ac- 
cording to his calculations, whether Lowden 
syvon or Yates won, the roll call would show 
him with the winner at the finish, and he 
rould claim, rightfully enough, that he did 
it. In the gambler’s parlance, he is “ play- 
ing both ends against the middie,” and hopes 
io be driving the band wagon, as he did at 
Peoria four years ago. 

Yates and Lowden each figures his own 
chance of winning from a different view- 
point. According to Yates’ notion, he, hav-

A discreet silence is maintained by the 
candidates themselves. They are the ohly 
ones who are not talking. Even Mr. Hamlin 
had nothing to say over the action of the 
state committee in throwing out practically 
all of his contesting delegations, though 
earlier in the evening it was understood that 
he would issue a statement that was “‘ worth 
reading.”’

TAKEN TO MEAN COMBINE. 


Rock Island Given to Ogle Coun- 
ty Man Without Formal- 
ity of Roll Call...

Springfield, Ill., May 10.—[S8pecial. ]—While 
the feature of today’s doings in preparing 
for the state convention was the meeting of 
the state central committee, and while in- 
terest centered in its proceedings, no crowd 
of spectators attended its sessions. Though 
called to convene at 10a. m., ip was 11 o’clock 
when Chairman Rowe arrived at the capitol 
and annouficed he was ready to begin opera- 
tions. 

In the meantime the committeemen had 
assembled in the large board room of the 
railroad and warehouse commission and sat 
about discussing the story of the Yates- 
Lowden combination to control the temporary 
organization. The ante-rooms were filled 
with representatives of the contesting dele- 
gations, but the politicians remained away. | 
Apparently they had received'a hint to let 
the committee do its ‘work without inter- 
ruption. 

The plan as prearranged was to attract as 
little attention as possible in seating only 
Yates and Lowden delegates from the eleven 
counties in which contesting sets had been 
selected. 

The chairman suggested that contests be 
heard and decided in executive session, and 
Committeeman James McKinney of the 
Fourteenth district made a motion to that 
effect, and everybody not wanted departed 
before it could be put to a vote. 

Making Up Temporary Roll. 

Without preliminaries the committee pro- 
ceeded to put Yates and Lowden delegates 
of a doubtful kind tn a list that goes to make 
up the temporary rollcall. It began with the 
Sangamon county case, which presented the 
results of two primaries and two county 
conventions. One was held by the supporters 
of Attorney General Hamlin for governor and 
the other by Yates’ partisans. The contest 
hangs on the question of which was the 
legal convention. ‘But that feature of it 
could not be eettied by the state commit- 
tee, so it was decided by a vote of 25 to 8 to 
seat the dedigates chosen by the Yates con- 
vention, May 8. 

When the present county committee organ- 
ized a year ago it provided for a subcommit- 
tee of seven to call primaries and arrange 
for conventions. That committee issued a 
call for a convention this spring and made all 
the arrangements for it. Subsequently a 
majority of the members of the main body— 
fifty-seven out of eighty-one—met and called 
another convention for March 12. This was 
the Hamlin convention. But it did not, ac- 
cording to evidence adduced today, rescind 
the action of the subcommittee.

STANLEY'S PLACE IN HISTORY. 

There are in Africa four great rivers. In 
connection with the explorations of the Nile 
the world will remember Bruce, and Burton, 
and Speke, and Baker, and Grant. In con- 
nection with the explorations of the Niger 
it will remember Muugo Park. In connec- 
tion. with the explorations of the Zambesi 
it will remember Livingstone. lI? connec- 
tion with the explorations of the Congo it 
will remember Henry M. Stanley. As long. 
as the discovery of the earth by its in- 
habitants is studied Stanley and the Congo 
will go together in the human mind. 

But Stanley’s work was even greater than 
this. He labored at a time when explora- 
tion had come to have a political as well as 
@ geographical value. Bruce and Park 
and the rest have their place in the history 
of adventure and of science. For Stanley 
was reserved the distinction of being the 
first of the African explorers whose travels 
led directly to general exploitation and 
whose personal career is itself entwined with 
the partition of African territory among 
Buropean powers. 

J. Scott Keltie, the great English author- ; 
ity on the colonization of: Africa, is sus- 
tained by the facts when he says that in the 
descent, of Europe upon the newest, as well 
as the oldest, of continents “ Stanley’s mem-

So 
iridescent had this science become that sub- 
sidiary African associations were organized 
even among the mountains of Switzerland 
and along the plains of Hungary, far from 
the European coast line and equally far 


- from maritime ambition. 


As soon as Stanley landed at Marseilles on 
his return from Africa he was saluted by 
King Leopold’s emissaries.’ Then came the 


_ establishment under Belzian auspices of the 
committee for the exploration of the upper 


Congo, Shortly afterwards came the re- 
incarnation of this committee as the Inter- 
national Congo association, still controlled 
by the-head of the Belgian government and 
largely supported by his private purse. Stan- 
ley was about to assist in the unique enter- 
prise of creating an empire on behalf of an 
ambitious royal millionaire and thereby 
drawing the wolf pack of Europe into com- 
bined but mutually hostile attack upon the 
regions by which that empire was sur- 
rounded. 

* 

In 1879 Stanley was back 
tn the basin of the Congo, 
this time not as an adven- 
turous newspaper  corre- 
spondent, reaping thrills 
and stories, but as a politic diplomatic rep- 
resentative, making treaties and laying the 
foundations of sovereignty. Up the Congo 
he went, fortified by his unrivaled skill in 
fough travel and by his equally unrivaled 
acouaintance with native manners and cus- 
toms. The reports which he sent back of 
the resources of the countfy ané@ of the 
stealings and butcherings committed by the 
Arab slave traders convinced an avaricious 
‘ahd humanitarian Europe—both character- 
istics being genuine—that Africa could no 
longer be allowed to go its own way to the 
everlasting bonfire. 

The result was the Berlin conference of 
7884. At this conference the nations of 
Burope drew up rules for the game of scram- 
ble which was about to begin. Stanley had 
traversed the. unexplored center of. Africa 
which separated the better known regions of 
the south from the still better known regions 
of the north. He had brought the period of

He had taken service under Leopold. He 
had transformed the International Congo 
association into a sovereign landed estate. 


Sir Francis de Winton had been sent out as 


territorial governor, The United’ States 
had recognized the blue fielded and gold 
starred flag of the International Congo as- 
eociation as “that of a friendly govern- 
ment.” If the other nations of Europe were 
not to be left on the cold edge of conquest 
it was time for intervention.

the person of the king of the Belgians. The 


gradually rounded up into spheres of influ- 
ence, the centers of gravity of which would 
be at London, Paris, Berlin, Lisbon, and 
Rome. The laws governing this process 
were constructed in skeleton and were left 
to be provided with flesh and blood by sub- 
sequent conventions between the goverp- 
ments particularly concerned. The year 
1884 must, therefore, be taken as the epoch 
of the modern partition of Africa and Stan- 
ley must be taken as a compelling figure in 
that epoch. 

This is the reason why only an inade- 
quate conception of Stanley’s work is se- 
cured when he is studied only as a member 
of the glorious fellowship of African ex- 
ploters. He ranks with Diaz and Vasco da 
Gama and Livingstone, and his affinity is 
mainly with them. But circumstances gave 
him a right to be counted with also another 
group of men. He is included in the history 
of politics as well as-in the history of ex- 
ploration. He occupies a minor but indubit- 
able place among the organizers of Africa 
along with Kitchener and. Cromer, and 
Rhodes, 


INDORSE THE MERIT SYSTEM. 

“ We pledge the party to the enactment 
and enforcement of a comprehensive, rigid 
state civil service law.” ‘That is the sub- 
stance of a plank whose absence will mar 
and maim the platform to be adopted by the 
republican convention. 

The question is one which cannot be 
ignored, nor can it safely be made the sub- 
ject of vague, equivocal promises. It has 
been before the people for nearly twelve 
years. During that time they have wit- 
nessed the rise and development of the 
spoils system of management of state insti- 
tutions. They have seen under successive 
administrations the organization of sta 
employés as political workers and the es- 
tablishment of a scientific system of taxa- 
tion of those employés to raise a corruptiop 
fund to keep in office the men who appointed 
them. Never has the need of a sweeping 
reform been more apparent than during the 
last year, when most of the men on the pay 
rolls of the commonwealth have been neg- 
lecting their work: to fix primaries and run 
conventions. 

The people are disgusted. They want a 
change. They demand the merit system. It 
is their desire that nobody shall be ap- 
pointed to office except on his merits, and 
that nobody who is competent and attends 
strictly to his business shall be removed to 
make a place for some political retainer. 
They wish to take the state institutions out 
of politics and keep them out. 

The republican convention should hear and 
heed the voice of the people, and pledge the 
party and its nominees unequivocally and 
unreservedly to the cause of civil service re- 
form. 


“A PRINCE OF A CANDIDATE.” 

Secretary Shaw says “ there is one man 
who would make a prince of a candidate for 
the vice presidency who up to the present 
has been overlooked, and that is Congress- 
man Hitt of Illinois.” Sohe would. Few 
indeed are the high places which Mr. Hitt, 
with his long experience of public affairs 
and his sound, ripened judgment, could not 
fill acceptably. 

He has been overlooked so far as the 
nomination for the vice presidency is con- 
cerned, and perhaps he is glad of it. Another 
eminent Illinoisan — Speaker Cannon— 
would have been pleased if he had been over- 
looked. 
uneasy hours. Possibly Mr. Hitt, like Mr. 
Cannon, prefers the activities of the heuse 
to the repose of the vice presidency. He 
may feel that he cah do more for his coun- 
try at the head of the committee on foreign 
affairs than he could if all he had to do was 
to preside over the deliberations of the 
senate. 

Of course, it is a compliment to Illinois 
that republicans in other parts of the coun- 
try should dvsignate first-one prominent 
citizen of this state and then another as an 
ideal candidate for the second place on the 
national ticket, but it certainly is the wish 
of Illinois republicans that Speaker Can- 
non should stay “where he is, and they may 
be of the same opinion as regards Mr. Hitt. 


THE LOUIS EXPOSITION. 

From the second to the seventh day, in- 
elusive, of the first week of the St. Louis 
fair the number of visitors who paid was 
65,487: From the second to the sixth day, 
inclusive, of the first week of the Chicago 
fair the paid attendance was 73,160. It is 
not to be wondered at that in the opening 
days of the last and greatest of American 
expositions the attendance should be 
smaller than it was at the world’s fair. The 
visitors from the country at large have not 
begun to arrive yet, and the city people 
are the ones who are doing the sightseeing. 
But St. Louis has not so many residents 
now as Chicago had in 1893. That ex- 
plains the smaller number of paid ad- 
mittances, which should not discourage the 
managers. 

They will have to wait awhile to find out 
whether the people who live outside of St. 
Louis will go there in such numbers as they 
came to the White city. They should go 
in greater numbers™ The population is 
much larger. The financial] situation of 
the country is much better. A great deal 
will depend on the reports which the first 
visitors make to their neighbors when they 
get back home. If they say that the expo- 
sition is worth going to, and that it does not 
cost too much to live for a few days in a 
St. Louis hotel or boarding house, the rail- 
roads which run to that city will have no 
lack of business. 

Ex-Senator Carter, the chairman of the 
national commission of the exposition, said 
a few days ago that while there might 
have been some isolated cases of extortion 
by St. Louis hotels on the opening day, due 
to the extraordinary demands for accom- 
| modations, he believed that ten days after 
the opening prices would be normal. If 
they are not, and if the men who sell food 
and lodgings to visitors should attempt to 
fleece them, the fact soon will be known

To 
lose it would be a nationalcalamity. — 

Of the four great staples that provide man- 
kind with clothing—cotton, wool, flax, and 
silk—cotton is growing most in demand 
among all peoples. The spindles of the 
world now use about 14,000,000 bales of cot- 
tonannually. Ifthe present increase in con- 
sumption continues it will require an annual 
crop three times as large as is now grown to 
supply the demand of civilized nations. 

It might well be said that cotton has car- 
ried American commerce around the world, 
for it has opened commercial relations with 
nearly every people. The markets of Man- 
churia, which for years were controlled by 
England, have been successfully invaded by 
American firms using cotton as the wedge. 
In the Yangtse valley cotton paved the way 
for American enterprises, and today cotton 
goods form 40 per cent of China’s imports, 
The future trade with the celestial kingdom 
will, in cotton alone, amount to hundreds 
of millions annually. Nature, by giving 
this country her preéminence in cotton grow- 
ing, has given her unrivaled opportunities 
in the orient.

He is unaffected, popular, de- 
voted to his profession, well off, and most 
happily married to a Bavarian princess, who 
enjoys the distinction of being the only wom- 
an of any of the reigning houses whose hair 
is altogether carroty red. Like most women 
who have hair of this hue, she has a beautiful 
complexion, of which she is justly proud, but 
.which does not prevent her from indulging in 
all sorts of athletic sports. Until quite re- 
cently at any rate she ‘was a most skiliful 
gymnast, delighting in all sorts of daring

physician of the late Prince Bismarck, and 
to allow him (Lenbach) to wed the Baroness 
Holstein. It is meedless to add that this 
species of ‘“‘chassez croisee" created no 
little scandal in Bavaria, where ultra-Cath- 
clic ideas upon the subject of divorce prevail. 

Had Richard Wagner not been so 
famed as a composer it is doubtful whether 
the people in Bavaria would have ever tol- 
erated the extraordinary domestic arrange- 
ments of the great maestro, for Mme. Cosima 
Wagner was formerly the wife of that equal- 
ly eccentric genius, Hans von Billow, who, 
finding that she was in love with his friend 
Wagner and necessary to the latter’s happi- 
ness, divorced her so that she might marry 
the composer of “ Parsifal,"’ continuing after 
this remarriage to remain an intimate friend 
of the couple and a constant guest at their 
house at Baireuth; another member of this 
strange family circle being Mme. Wagner's 
father, the Abbé Liszt, the only member 
missing, indeed, being Mme. Wagner's 
mother, the countess d’Agoult, famous in 
French literature as ‘“‘ Daniel Stern,”’ with 
whom Abbé Liszt had eloped, but never mar- 
ried. 

John Ruskin, too, remained on the most 
friendly terms with his wife after he had 
consented to a dissolution of his marriage 
with her in order that she might wed under 
her maiden name the late Sir John Millais, 
and often staid at the Millais house. 

The domestic arrangements of the famous 
novelist who wrote under the name of 
George Eliot were of the most peculiar 
character, but were tolerated on account of 
her gefiilus, which in the eyes of even roy- 
alty seemed to exempt her from the obliga- 
tion of obedience to the ordinary laws of 
society—and one might go on thus ad in- 
finitum. 

The fact of the matter is that the world is 
prepared to make allowances for geniuses, 
and to tolerate conduct on their part which 
would excite the flercest denunciation and 
ostracism were persons less gifted to render 
themselves guilty thereof. And knowing 
-this, the people who are possessed of genius 
as a general rule take advantage of the im- 
munity thus accorded to them by the con- 
ventional public. |

ONDON, May 10.—The hope that Henry 

M. Stanley, the explorer, would pul! through 

what proved his fatal illness practically was 

abandoned on Monday, and news of his death 
was generally «xpected. 

Sir Henry, throughout his illness, continued 

to take a keen interest in current events. 

He was conscious to the end, and, although 

he did not speak during his last moments, he 

recognized his wife and sister-in-law. 

Mr. Stanley's efforts in his last illness to 

keep up, as the Daily Mal says, the charac- 

ter of a strong man, were pathetic. During 
the last few days his voice began to weaken. 

The old authoritative tone came only in 

jerks as by a supreme effort, and his words 

gradually faded until he became silent. Then. 
came the concluding hour—the stubborn con- 
test of a powerful constitution with dissolu- 
tion, of which he had not the slightest fear. 

It was then that Lady Stanley would ask: 

“Do you know me, dear?’’ This was, as it 

were, a code for the words, “ Are you feel- 

ing better?’ which she would not hurt him 
by using. 

His favorable reply was, *“‘I know you, 

dear,’’ or ** I know you, child.” 

Again it would be asked of him, *“‘ Are you 

a little sleepy?’ to which he would reply: 

* It is you who must besleepy. Goand have 

some sleep. I shall be ail right till you 

come back.” 

Seeing that his wife was crying he asked, 

“ Why do you cry?” and, receiving no an- 

swer, added: ‘‘ Do you féar that we are 

parting?” Then after another pause, “‘ We 
shall be together again.” 


Faith in Higher Power. 

Several weeks ago, before his illness as- 
sumed a fatal aspect, he was speaking of his 
famous expedition of: 1871. when he used 
the words descriptive of central Africa, 
“ilMmitable day and illimitable night."’ One 
who was present asked him if he did not 
feel unusually impressed by the. awful 
grandeur of the surroundings, to which he 
replied: ‘“‘I knew there was a great power 
above me.”

Illness Traced Back to Africa. 


This incident is referred to by the Daily 
Telegraph in its editorial commenting on 
the explorer’s death, in which it says: 

“The illness which thus too early and too 
mournfully has terminated his illustrious 
and extraordinary life is said to have been 
pleurisy. There have been complications, but 
it undoubtedly was connected with those 
similar attacks which the great traveler had 
experienced while in Africa and also at the 
date of his wedding—in medical language 
gastritis, which took its origin from the 
swamps and forests of the African continent.

Los Angeles, Cal., May 10.—[Special.)— 
Colored delegates to the Methodist confer- 
ence have entered a protest against the ai- 
leged indignities offered them by the hotel] 
and restaurant keepers of Los Angeles. 
These were voiced in the speech of the Rev. 
E. W. 8 Hammond of Tennessee, which was 
a feature of the morning’s session of the 
general conference. 

Dr. Hammond is a clever orator, and ihe 
studied character of his oration indicated 
that he was not above making capital of the 
insults said to have been heaped upon his 
race. The conference, to a man, was re- 
sponsive to his contention and applauded his 
resolution of protest with promptness, but 
Dr. Hammond made it difficult to believe that 
one could have suffered greatly and have 
spoken about it with so much rhetorical elab- 
orateress and finish. - 

. Hotel Men Were Informed. - 

The local committee on entertainment has 
no blame attaching to it, the hotels to which 
colored delegates were assigned having had 
frank and full notice of the fact that the 
delegates were colored, and their proprietors 
had contracted to receive them not withstand- 
ing. In the light of this, such conduct on 
their part is, Dr. Hammond sald, indefensi- 
ble, cruel, and un-Christian. 2 

Other features of interest in this morning's 
session were the fraternal addresses by the 
Rev. M. Waddy Moss, D. D., representing 
the BritishWesleyan conference,and the Rev. 
Charlies H. Crookshank, M. A., represeriting 
Irish Methodism. The addresses were ad- 
mirably supplementary to each other, Dr. 
Moss dwelling on the probiems of the church 
created by modern modes of thought, and Mr. 


cessity of evangelistic fervor. 


Finest Address of Session. 

In the reach and penetration of its think- 
ing and in the quality of its expression, the 
address of Dr. Moss is easily one of the most 
perfect things the conference has yet listened 
to, and the only matter for regret Is that 
the acoustic properties of the hall were such 
as to defeat his being heard In every corner 
of the house. Mr. Crookshank’s address was 
a finely vivacious bit of Irish eloquence and 
was enjoyed to the full and responded to 
with acclamation. 

A resolution introduced at this morning’s 
session indicating another line along which 
the committee on episéopacy is finding 
trouble. The resolution had reference to the 
use to be made of superannuated bishops. If 
some way could be devised, and some way 
eught to be devised for taking advantage 
of the knowledge and experience of the 
aged bishops, it might become practicable 
to give them a new and estimable field of 
work in which they would be content and 
from which the church could receive profit. 


Wisdom of Bishops Invaluable. 

Take the case of the seniors, Bishops Mer- 
rill and Andrews. Both men, though along 
in years and inoapable of protracted physic- 
al strain, are in the ripened era of their pow- 
ers, both mental and spiritual. It would be 
a serious abridgement of invaluable gifts to 
set Such men aside with nothing to do but 
to receive an allowance, and a conference 
might well hesitate before consenting to 
such alosq The resolution aims at remedy- 
ing this by asking the committee on epfco- 
pacy to propose a definition of their rights 
and powers and the scope of duties as su- 
perannuates. If this could be done it would 
heip the episcopal situation immensely. 

A proposition, which in all likelihood will 
come before the conference itself, is that of 
limiting thé age of active episcopal service 
to T2 years, by which the conference will 
then be relieved of any protracted or deli- 
cate discussion of a bishop's fitnes for this 
work. | 

Even if thig should be adopted it is more 
than likely that the law will not be operative 
until four years from now. so that no relief 
could come from it at the present session. 


Problem of the Book Concern. 

The committee on book concern is con- 
fronted with the problem of dealing with 
what has come to be known as the Ham- 
mond case. For many years Dr. John D. 
Hammond was agent for the book concern at 
the depository in San Francisco. Four years 
ago there was a formal and sharp criticism 
of Dr. Hammond's @iministration and the 
general conference appointed a commission 
to take charge of the depository. 

The criticism, while charging no dishon- 
esty upon the part of Dr. Hammond, claimed 
that the business’ was sorely mismanaged, 
Charges were later preferred against Dr. 
Hammond, and of six counts in the indictment 
five were sustained. The verdict declared 
only for imprudent and unministerial con- 
duct. Dr. Hammond was suspended from 


ginning to end, it is claimed,:Dr. Hammond 
was shielded by Dr. Homer Eaton, senior 
agent of the eastern branch of the book con- 
cern. 

It is this feature of the case which is likely 
to militate against Dr. Eaton’s selection as 
book agent, and it may even become respon- 
sible for other changes in methods of safe- 
guarding the book concern in the interests 
of the church. 

The. work of the conference naturally 
progresses slowly at this time, for the busi- 
ness is nearly all in the hands of committes 
which have not yet have had time to prepare 
their reports. 


EATS SUPPOSED DEADLY FOOD 


John A. Fletcher Acqiitted When Beans 
He Was Said to Have Poisoned

in food was made in court today, which re- 
sulted in the acquittal of John A.’ Fletcher, 
who was charged with having prepared 
edibles to cause the death of his household. 

The test consisted in having Fletcher eat 
a dish of beans and drink a cup of coffee 
submitted as evidence. It was suggested 
by Filetcheg’s attorney, who said he waswill- 
ing that his client should prove his innocence 
in this manner. 

Fletcher ate the beans and swallowed the 
coffee, showed no signs of illness, and was 
discharged.

WENTZ’S DEATH LIES BETWEEN 
MURDER, SUICIDE, OR MISHAP. 


Inquest Discloses That Large Revolver 
Bullet Pierced Young Millionaire’s 
Heart, but Not How It Was Fired. 


Bristol, Va., May 10.—The body of Edward 
L. Wentz was literally taken to pieces this 
afternoon by physicians and detectives at 
the coroner’s inquest, which was begun in 
the dark cavern of Black mountain and was 
adjourned without a verdict being reached 
as to whether his death was by murder, sui-° 
cide, or accident.

The feature of 
the inquest was the discovery of a thirty- 
two caliber pistol ball in the body, which 
might have,.been discharged from the empty 
pistol of the same caliber,-found eighteen 
feet from the remains.

Several holes were found in the clothing, 
where other bullets had entered. A white 
pearl button, which could not have belonged 
to the murdered man, was found nearby. 
The special train which brought the broth- 
ers of the dead man, physicians, and de- 
tectives to the scene this afternoon will leave 
at 4 o’clock Wednesday morning with the 
remains.

The value of music as an aid in the allevia- 


tion and cure of the Insane was pointed out 
by Dr. V. H. Podstata, superintendent of 
the Dunning institutioéns, 
an address before the Men’s club of St.

“The salutary effects of music on the dis- 


ordered mind are many and profound,”’ said 
Dr. Podstata. 
harmonious sounds is a relaxation of spe- 
cial nervous tension. The harmonious sound 
wave reduces the horrible inhibition and the 
mental agony of the melancholy patient. It 
liberates the pent up energy and diverts the 
association of ideas, 


“The first effect of pleasing, 


“In the maniac the constant flight of 


ideas and motor restlessness is moderated 
and often checked. 


**In the purely deluded the attention is 


diverted so that at least temporary stay is 
achieved in the abnormal mental aberration 
constantly inclosing the poor mind in a deep 
network of delusions. 


“The demented patient is stimulated and 


aroused to activity. | 


Stimulates the Patient. 

*In all cases the harmonious impressions 
cause a relaxation of circulation of blood: 
The congestion is relieved, also the anzemi-, 
and, as a result, not only the brain but all 
the organs of the body are enabled ‘to re- 
turn to the normal activity. The stomach 
can now secrete sufficient quality and quan- 


tity of digestive ferments, and the elimina- 


tion of poisonous waste products increases. 


As a further result reconstruction may take 


place and the patient be given better chance 
for improvement. 

“What, then, is the philosophy of the ef- 
fect of music upon the brain?

declared Dr. Podstata, “‘ but tney also are 
undoubted signs of the great disharmony ex- 


isting between the poor, perverted mind and 


the environment created for the ideal noble 
being called man. 

‘In the same way a harmonious, melodi- 
ous sound wave reaching the drum, the laby- 
rinth, and through them the excited, per- 
verted, disharmonious brain, primarily ap- 
peals simply to the miemories of sound im- 
pressions, yet through that channel harmony 
is produced in the sphere of emotions and 
actions and order restored from chaotic 
confusion through all human mind. 

“Shall we not correct at least some of the 
terrible disharmony existing by sweet, me]l- 
odious music? Shall we not by this effective 
means soothe the suffering, calm the excited, 
and stimulate the dull?”

NEW RATES DISCUSSED TODAY. 


Chicago Underwriters’ Association Will 
Consider a Plan to Handle the 
Competitive Business. 


The Chicago Underwriters’ association will 
meet today to consider the report of the ex- 
ecutive committee on a plan to handle com- 
petitive business, and to pass on the new 
street car schedule. 

The competive rate question has offered 
several problems, and it is not probable that 
the report of the committee will be approved. 
Members have desired a system which would 
give more elasticity in holding business 
against outside companies. The report will 
recommend that in order to make an appli- 
cation for a competitive rate the policies of 
outside companies must be secured or con- 
vincing evidence be presented to the man- 
ager. The main. trouble is over a method 
to hold business before the outside compa- 
‘mies have secured a risk. The executive 
committee seems unable to come to a con- 
clusion, as it sees the eaaager of granting 
much freedom. 

The opinion of the members as to whether 
commission should be allowed on competi- 
tive risks controlled by an agency is divided. 
The executive committee seems to think that 
if compensation were paid through the con- 
trolling office it would have a tendency to 
increase the competitve class by the assured 
using shrewdness in having supposed @m- 
petition develop. 

No change has been made in the street car 
schedule which will be presefited, and it 
probably will be passed without alteration. 
Most of the companies are, anxious to have 
. the new rates on this ease go into effect.

NEW BOOKs, 


FOUR ROADS TO PARADISE. 
A Suggestive Novel by Maud Wilder 
Goodwin. 

“FOUR ROADS TO PARADISE ” is the 
original title of Maud Wilder: Goodwin's 
latest novel. The title is explained in the 
prologue, which is a verse from the Talmud; 
in fact, one might almost say that the author 
coming upon this extract had found her 
novel in it. ‘“* Four men,” it runs, “ entered 
paradise; one beheld and died, one lost his 

_genses, one destroyed the young plants, one 
only entered in peace.’’ 

This is indeed the story; there are four 
principal men characters in the book, and 


their stories He in these four phrases. The 
first is a mindster, who had a vision of a life 
of such sacrifice as few men have ever con- 
templated, but who, even while beholding his 
vision, let it grow dim, while his soul died 
in the esthetic&tmosphere of an ultra-fash- 
jonable church in New York. The second 
was a business man of the most material 
and usual sort, who gained one-half of his 
paradise,’” which meant wealth, and lost 
the better half—the woman he loved. The 
third was a doctor, who, believing that “ life 
and death and immortality are involved in 
the question of the cellular psychic activi- 
ties,’” overlooked the fact that he was neg- 
‘lecting that’ greatest question of all, the life 
and developmént and individuality of a child. 
These three men, having won to what they 
defined, each in his own way, his paradise, 
found it “‘ turned ashes ere it prospered,” 
which shows there must have been some- 
thing wrong with their definitions. But the 
third, a lawyer, who believed that for him 
heaven lay in a woman’s eyes, entered into 
his portion in peace. 

The Httle verse has enough enigmatical 
meaning to adapt itself to many analyses; 
perhaps Miss Goodwin has chosen the best 
explanation; at any rate, she has portrayed 
four oharacter of great strength, better 
formed and developed than those of her 
women, one of whom is a sham—of the re- 
ligious sort—and the other, the heroine, mere- 
ly a very feminine and worldly woman. 

It is the worldiness of most of the char- 
acters which impresses the reader on finish- 
ing the book. One feels like rebelling at the 
final impression, that three men have failed 
in their life’s aim, and that the one success- 
ful n in the book wins a woman whoisa 
little vain, a little material, and no nobler 
than the greatest number of her sex. (The 
Century company, New York.) 


BANKING METHODS EXPLAINED. 
A. K. Fiske Writes a Lucid Book on “ The 


Modern Bank.” 

The latest number of D. Appleton & Co.’s 
Business Series is ‘“‘ THE MODERN BANK,” 
by: Amos K. Fiske, associate editor of the 
New York Journal of Commerce. As the 
author says in his preface, the main purpose 
of the book is not to set forth or discuss “ the- 
ories and principles, or to give a history of 
banking or an account of different systems, 
but to describe in plain terms the various 
fiinctions of the present day bank in the 
United States and the methods by which its 
work is done. For this it is necessary to take 
what may be regarded as a typical bank and 
deal with its mechanism and methods, as all 
others will be only variations upon it, and it 
would be confusing to attempt an explana- 
tion of differences of detail. A large com- 
mercial institution with a full variety of 
banking operations in the financial center of 
the country has been taken as the model, and 
what it does and the manner of doing it fair- 
ly represents or suggests the business and 
methods of banks in general.”’ 

Mr. Fiske leads up to his subject with some 
preliminary chapters on elementary princli- 
ples and general methods, and then follows 
with a rapid sketch of the development of 
banking and of existing systems, in order to 
make the volume complete. Trust compa- 
nies, savings banks, private banking houses, 
foreign exchange, safe deposit companies, 
and other kindred topics are dealt with in 
supplementary chapters. To the author’s 
own expert information he has added sug- 
gestions from the leading financiers and 
bankers of New York City. 

The book is illustrated by many diagrams, 
outlines, and facsimiles of checks, drafts, 
and commercial! documents commonly used 
in the banking business. There is a full 
index. 

Mr. Fiske’s writing is lucid and there is 
nothing about the complex machinery of 
banking operations which he does not make 
perfectly clear. The book is a valuable .ad- 
dition to the growing literature of commerce, 
which is every day becoming more and more 
a part of every young man’s education. 


SCOTTISH REMINISCENCES. 
Sir Archibald Geikie Writes a Charming 
Book of, Anecdote. 

Sir Archibald Geikie, the venerable geolo- 
gist, has amused himself by writing “‘ SCOT- 
TISH REMINISCENCES ” (The Macmillan 
company, New York), and the result is a 
highly amusing volume upon Scottish life 
and character. As Sir Archibald is a Scot 
himself, he feels at liberty to tell stories 
which one of his nationality might resent in 
another, but his stories certainly are good 
natured, and they are all amusing.: 

In an introductory chapter he telis of the 
means of getting from Scotland to England 
in the old days and in the present time, and 
he gives many characteristic incidents grow- 
ing out of the means of locomotion. Then 
follow chapters on the church, the law, etc., 
with the Scottish humor of each profession 
well brought out The author’s age and his 
wide acquaintance and travel, but above all, 
his full appreciation of his countrymen’s 
foibles, all enable him to make every page 
sparklé with the wit of the north 

It must not be supposed, however, that the 
book is a string of humorous recitals. There 
are incidents of travel and research, and 
interesting facts observed in the highlands 
and on the drear and surfbound isles off the 
coast. There are notes of the survivals of 
pagan rites and customs, of superstitions and 
legends, all of which still affect in some de- 

gree the character of the people today.

: Match Company Sells Logs. 

| After negotiations of several weeks, the 
Ontonagon Lumber and Cedar company has 
purchased 20,000,000 feet of pine logs from the 
Diamond Match company and will convert 
the timber into lumber at its mill plant at 
Ontonagon. The logs represent the bulk of 
the Diamond Match cut during the last win- 
ter, and are now being driven down the On- 
tonagofi river, with a considerable portion 
of them already in the boom above the town. 
Aside from the Ontonagon company, the 
Holt Lumber company of Oconto, Wis., the 
Sawyer-Goodman company of Marinette, 
and other concerns were in the market for 
boas timber, which went to the highest bid- 

er. 

Heretofore the Diamond Match company 
has shipped its pine to its mills at Green 
Bay for conversion into match material, and 
the sale of the 20,000,000 feet is taken to in- 
dicate that it has considerable surplus stock 
on hand. The company has practically fin- 
ished its logging operations in Ontonagon 
county, within whose borders its greatest 
reserve of Lake Superior pine was located. 


New Banks in April 

- The monthly report of the controller of the 
eurrency on national] bank organiation shows 
that during the month of April forty-six new 
national banks were organized, with an ag- 
gregate capital of $2,388,500, against the 
record for March of forty-two banks with 
aggregate capital of $2,195,000. Of the new 
banks organized during April thirty-six, 
with capital aggregating $938,500, were of 
the class with‘individual capital of less than 
$50,000, and ten, with capital aggregating 
$1,400,000, were of the class of individual 
capital of $50,000 or over. Thesouth and west 
continue to be practically the only sections 
organizing new banks. 

The state of Minnesota led all the other 
states in the number of new banks organized, 
with five of the smaller class, and with an 
aggregate capital of $125,000. 

Since the passage of the act of March 14, 
1900, there have been organized a total of 
1,206 banks having an aggregate capital of 
$83,756,500, being in the class of $50,000 or 
less, and 680 banks having capital of $50,000 
or more, aggregating $80,835,000. 


German Trade Conditions. 

Discussing trade conditions in Germany, 
the London Statist says: 

“Trade in Germany is sound. Some of 
the industries aré doing exceedingly well; 
others are doing fairly well, and somie, par- 
ticularly cotton, are doing badly. In general 
there is a much more hopeful feeling. The 
fears once entertained of American com- 
petition have practically died out. Business 
in the United States is not so prosperous as 
it was, yet America is not flooding Europe 
with exports of any kind, and the impression 
is now gaining ground in Germany that 
there is little to fear—for the present, at all 
events—from American competition. 

“I? there had been a great break down in 
the United States, if the country were pass- 
ing through a crisis, and if there were to be 
a subsequent period of extreme depression, 
it Is possible that production in the United 
States would so largely exceed consumption 
that manufacturers would be compelled to 
sell at almost any price and that thus there 
might be a flooding of the European mar- 
kets. But as things are, it is exceedingly 
uhlikely there will be much selling at a 
loss. And, therefore, there {s a much more

the School of Domestic Arts and Science. 


HEN the annual meeting of the 
board of directors of the School of 
Domestic Arts and Science was 
calied to order Monday last by its 
president, Mrs. Lynden Zvans, the 
board received with mitch satisfaction Miss 
Bullard’s report of the school year. 

The school opened Oct. 1, 1903, in its new 
quarters, 39 State street, with the best rep- 

_ resentation it -had ever had and all the three 
terms of the school showed a large increase 
over the two previous years. 

The new location has proven desirable 
@nd the school feels well repaid for all the 
discomforts experienced in moving one year 


The class of students is the same as usual, 
including in the day classes young girls from 
the high schools, young inexperienced house- 
keépers, and many experienced housekeep- 
ers. The latter class seem to be the most 
deeply interested of all, for they have learned 
wisdom with experience and see in “ a meth- 
od” in domestic arts and science a saving 
of money, time, and strength. 

The evening .classes have been fully at- 
tended by self-supporting women. 


A request was received from a number of 
public school teachers that they might have 
a@ course in cookery which would enable them 
to pass the preliminary examination in mid- 
winter required of the board of education. 
A class of sixteen started in October and 
completed. twenty lessons, and all these 
teachers who took the preliminary examina- 
tion passed most satisfactorily. 

Miss Bullard, director of domestic arts, 
only consented to give this course of lessons 
with the full understanding that it was not 
for a teacher's certificate enabling them to 


teach domestic science. To earn a teacher’s 


certificate from this school requires several 
Years of practical work, besides the sciences 
and laboratory work, which latter our school 
at present does not attempt to give. 

Though the twenty lesson course Of the 
public school teachers ended with the fall 


term, many continued through the midwin- 


ter term and one-third of the original num- 
ber formed a spring term class with five other 
scholars of a past year in a fancy cookery 
course, so well pleased were they with what 
they got from their instructors. 

The three evening classes continued 
through the entire school year. Through 
the kindness of Mrs. George Adams, who 
gave a $50 scholarship, sixteen young Swed- 
ish girls from the Elm Street settlement 


sons in domestic science. 


he homemakers’ course was a new fea- 
this year’s work and started with 
eight young ladies, this number being re- 
duced to five owing to the iliness of one, 
death in the family of one, and the dropping 
of certain parts of the course by one, so that 
the school will issue only five homemakers’ 
certificates this*year. But considering that 
this course was quite an innovation in the 
school, the management thinks this a good 
showing. Scholarships amounting to $270 
were given. 

The total number of students in cookery 
for the year is 447; for sewing, 289; dress- 
making, 68; hygiene and home nursing, 78; 
millinery, 44; total number of entries, 921. 
The number of students in cookery is more 
than half the whole attendance. 

The lecture courses for the governing 
members consisted of six lectures on the 
Care of. the Home,” six in Cookery,” and 
six on “Fabrics.” All were well attended 
and. these lectures greatly broadened the 
knowledge of and interest in the school. — 

A special course of lectures was given by 
six of the eminent physicians of the city, 
Dr. Farell, Dr. Klebbs, Dr. Murphy, Dr. 
Ingals, Dr. Christopher, and Dr, Herrick. 
These proved interesting, valuable, and in- 
structive to the women who attended and 
the school management owes a deep debt 
of gratitude to these wise and busy men for 
their instructions and advice, taking valua- 
ble time to help along the efforts of the 
school to make each home a little kingdom 
of its own. 


Two hospitals received instructions in 
dietetics, the Passavant and the Evanston 
hospitals. In the spring term two classes of 
nurses were started, they receiving instruc- 
tion for three weeks, or ten lessons, in invalid 
cookery. 

Five of these nurses were from the Wom- 
an’s hospital, five from the Marion Sims 
hospital, four from the Provident hos- 
pital, and one from Dr. Van Hoosen’s 
private hospital. Much work and good work 
has been done in this school this year and 
broader fields are opening before it every 


year. 
There will be a short summer term of this 
school in the two branches of cooking and 
serving, provided the number of applicants 
will justify keeping the school open from 
June-1 to July 1. By daily attendance stu- 
dents can get a good course of instruction i 
these two. branches.

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Silks cannot well be done with the ordinary 
washing, so a collection of such articles 
should be made, and a convenient time 
chosen to insure the ey, care and 

ttention being given to them. 
silks ‘will wash and look equal to 
new, especially the soft thin makes known 
as washing silks—Japanese, Tussore, foulard, 
ete.—but others, such as corded silks and 
those of a thicker make, will not wash well, 
mo matter how much care is taken. 

Before commencing the actual -washing 
divide the silks in Jots, the white by them- 
selves, the light colored ones in another heap, 

‘and then the darker or brighter colors. These 
latfer should be soaked in .salt and water 
for half an hour if there is’ the least danger 
of the color running, as the salt helps to fix 
the dye. Different colors must be put in 
separate basins. Then begin with the wash- 
tng of the white silk&. Prepare a basin 
or tub of lukewarm water, add to it a few 
drops.of ammonia (just sufficient to make 
it smell slightly of the chemical), and then 
enough. melted soap to form a soft lather. 
The water must only be tepid, hot water 
would make the silk yellow. Take the silks 
phe at a time and squeeze them gently in 
this prepared water, moving them up and 
flown and pressing them between the hands. 
ff not clean after this first water, prepare 
& second water in exactly the same way, 
and wash the silk again inthis. There must 
be no twisting or wringing, as this draws the 
fine threads of silk out of position, and gives 
the material a str ‘ched and washed ap- 
pearance, which is, above all things, to be 
avoided. When the silk is clean rinse it 
thoroughly in tepid water until all the soap 
is removed, and then in plenty of cold water 
to give it a clear appearance. If it can be 
managed, it is a good plan to allow the cold 
water from the pipe to run into the basin 
Where the silk is being rinsed, and to keep 
% running for some time. 

Continue in the same manner with the re- 
mainder of the white silk, and when these 
are finished proceed with the light colored 
ones. These can be washed in exactly the 
same way as the white silks, always remem- 
bering to use the water tepid, not hot, as this 
latter would quickly fade the colors. Méere- 
over, it is as well to omit the ammonia from 
the water in which they are washed, as it is 
destructive to some colors. Give these silks 
siso two waters if necessary; tien rinse as 
Before and soak in cold water for some time. 

With the darker and brighter colored silks 
more care is needed, as, generally speaking, 
these afe more inclined to “run,” and in 
some cases when this is the tendency it 
i@ better to finish off one article complete- 
ly before beginning another. Have the dif- 
ferent waters ready before commencing, and 
then hurry through the process as much as 
possible. To allow them to lie about wet 
and out of the water is worse than anything, 
especially if there is a mixture of colors, as 
one would run into the other and the ap- 
pearance of the silk being spoiled. As long 
es they are actually in the water this does 
mot seem to matter so' much. With some 
colors—such as blue, green, pink, or red— 
a@ little vinegar put into the last rinsing water 
is a good thing; it seems to restore and 
brighten the color. For black and brown 
silks a little ammonia is better. 

TO GLOSS THE SILK.—This final process 
is simple. After washing and thoroughly 
rinsing put half-a pint of cold water intoa 

add to it two teaspoonfuls of 

methylated spirits, and squeeze the silk 
through this. Should the water become 

Stained with any color, fresh must at once be 

miamen. Squeeze the silk carefully between 
tne hands; then shake out, fold smoothly, 
ane@ pass it several times through the wringer 


= petween the folds of a thin cloth or piece of 


mausiin. Then shake out again, wrap itina 
ety towel, and allow it to lie for about an 
mowr before ironing. Hanging it up to dry 
Gia @xposing it to the air is not so suitable, 
Bs it is liable to becomé too dry, and sprink- 
ling with wa‘er often spots it. 

As it will be seen the washing of silk is a 
Simple matter if only a few special points are 
borne in mind—viz.: (1) The water for wash- 
ing must be tepid, not hot; (2) soap must 
mever be rubbed on the silk, but melted soap 
meed in its place; (3) no washing powder 
Gnd no soda must be used, and a little am- 
monta for the white silks only; (4) no twist- 
ing and wringing with the hands; (5) plenty 
of edid water in the final rinsing. 

TO IRON SILK.—Commence, as in wash- 
ing, with the white and light colored silks. 
Smooth the silk out well on the ironing table, 

piace an old handkerchief or a piece of thin 
musiin over it, and iron with a moderately 
hot iron. When partly dry remove the cov-. 
ering, iroh the silk with the bare iron, and 
in the cave of a scarf or handkerchief first on 
one side and then on the other to produce a 
wioss. If the silk should feel in the least 
stiff or hard, shake it out, rub it between the 
hands, and iron again. When finished it 
should be smooth and as soft as when new. 

Some silks, such as ribbons and corded 
aliks,.aro better kept covered all the time, as 
the fron gives them a glaze which is not suit- 
mle: Giscretion must be used in this matter. 
“When ironing bright colored silks put a 
@iece Of muslin or old linen over the ironing 
eheet to prevent its being stained. 


Parisian ‘’Printemps’’ Dish— 


STUFFED LEG.—Saw off the upper part 
of the shank bone from a leg of mutton of 
good size, leaving about three inches of the 


Spread open after removing the 


bone, sprinkle with a Httle salt and pepper 
and fill completely with a forcemeat made 
from half a pound lean pork and helf a 
pound lard and pork chopped fine and sea- 
soned with a teaspoon salt and two pinches 
pepper. Sew together with small trussing 
needle and fine string, bringing the two 
edges of the skin together and giving the 
whole an oblong shape. 

Put into the braising pan half a pound 
larding pork cut in pieces, one tablespoon 
butter, two sliced carrots, two good sized 
onions sliced, and bouquet of celery, bay 
leaf, and parsiey. Cook the leg in this 
eight minutes on each side; then moisten 
with one quart good stock, covering half 
the leg; add two cloves, four whole peppers, 
one teaspoon salt; place a buttered pan 
on the top of the saucepan and cover tightly. 
Braise over an even and not tod brisk fire 
fcr two hours, basting from time to time. 

Now cook fifteen minutes in a roasting 
pan with two gills of gravy previously 
strained; baste often; then serve with the 
following spring vegetables om a hot plat- 
ter: One bunch asparagus well washed, 
scraped, and cooked in plenty of boiling wa- 
ter, with one-half tablespoon salt, for fifteen 
minutes, drie@ in a napkin and cut into one 
inch and a half lengths; one quart fresh 
peas cooked in one pint boiling water, sea- 
soned with one pinch salt, two of sugar, and 
one teaspoon butter, well drained after cook- 
ing; one quart Brussels sprouts. cooked like 
the asparagus and one pint small young car- 
rots cooked in the same way, peeled and 
drained.. 

Put a paper truffle on the handle of the 
shank, strain the reduced gravy, and pour 
over the vegetables and serve piping hot. 

Veal may be substituted for pork in thé 
forcemeat; shoulder of lamb, leg of veal, 


or freth ham may be prepared in the same 
manner.

BAKED RHUBARB—Cut into inch lengths 
after stripping off the thin peel, pack in a 
baking dish containing a little water, cover 
closely, and place in a moderate oven. 

ASPARAGUS—Open each bunch, cut off 
about an inch of the tough ends, and scrape 
each stalk. Wash, then tie in smaller bun- 
dies. You can use any deep kettle, but the 
special asparagus boilers render the work 
easier. It is deep in proportion to its diame- 
ter and has a pierced sheet with handles, by 
means of which the asparagus can easily be 
lifted out when done. Place the buridies up- 
right in salted water, not quite up to the 
tips. Cook for twenty-five to forty-five min- 
utes, according to the age and variety, then 
drain and serve with a sauce. Left over 
tough ends may be utilized in soups.

OLD FATHER’S SACRIFICE 
SAVES ELGIN CLUB WOMAN. 


Mr. Lunn Gives His All to Restore 
in Part His Daughter’s Pecula- 
tions. 


Elgin, Ill., May 10.—[Special. ]—By the self- 
sacrifice of her aged father and the philan- 
thropy of an Elgin capitalist, Miss Elizabeth 
J. Lunn, treasurer of the Elgin Woman's 
club, has been saved from criminal prosecu- 
tion for her shortage of $3,600 in the building 
fund of the organization. 

Ata meeting of the club today the demand 
of one faction for prosecution was met by 
the offer of Mr. Lunn to surrender all his 
property, valued at $1,700 above incum- 
brances, and of G. P. Lord to contribute 
$1,000 to the building fund in settlement of 
the treasurer’s defalcation.. These proposi- 
tions were accepted and the incident was 
closed, 

The settlement leaves Mr. Lunn, who is 84 
years old, without means, and the daughters 
will be compelled to work for a livelihood. 
Miss Mattie today closed her notion store 
and went to work at the Elgin watch factory. 

The closing of her business developed re- 
ports which add more humiliation to the 
stricken family. Local business men and 
wealthy residents, it is claimed, have been 
victimized by Miss Lunn, who has given her 
notes in payment for loans of from $50 to 
$100. By her action today she has abandoned 
her business to creditors. It is conserva- 
tively estimated that her debts will aggregate 
$5,000, in small borrowings. 


TELLS OF CANON OF SCRIPTURE 


The Rev. Marcus Dods Gives the Sec- 
ond Lecture of Bross Founda- 
tion Series. 


The second lecture of the Bross series was 
given by the Rev. Dr. Marcus Dods of Edin- 
burg last evening in Reid Memorial hall at 
Lake Forest university. His subject was 
“The Canon of Scripture.” 
“The Westminster confession makes in- 
spiration the test of canonicity,” he said, 
but does not tell us how we are to discover 
what writings are inspired. There are two 
processes by which we can arrive at the con- 
clusion that a writing is inspired. First, 
there may be that in it which makes us feel 
that we have to do with a divine as well 
as a human author, or, we may believe in the 
inspiration of a book because we first of all 
believe in Christ and find that he authorizes 
certain persons to speak in his name and with 
his authority and spirit. But there are 
books in. the bible whose inspiration cannot 
be ascertained by either of these methods; 
books of which the authorship is unknown 
and cannot be said to bear their inspiration 
on their face, 
“ The admission of such books as Esther or 
the Song of Songs — be justified only on 
some such general grotind as that of Luther, 
their congruity to the main end of revelation. 
If the book in quéstion gives us a link in the 
history of that revelgtion or if it represents 
a stage of God’s dealings and of the growth 
his people had made under these dealings, 
and if it contains nothing that is quite in- 
consistent with the idea of its being inspired, 
then its claim to be admitted seems valid. 
‘“It may be said that the two attributes 
which give canonicity are congruity with the 
main end of revelation and direct historical - 
connection with the revelation of God in his-
